On December 4, 1967, a confidential source 
advised he recently had learned that during the week 
commencing November 27, 1967, the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) held a retreat at Penn 
Center, ■ Frogmore, South Carolina. This retreat was 
presided over by Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr., 
President, SCLC, and was attended by approximately 70 
individuals comprising the headquarters and field staff 
of SCLC 


The primary purpose of this retreat was to 
discuss various facets of SCLC *3 plan to conduct 
massive nonviolent demonstrations in Washington, D. C, , 
and possibly a number of other cities during the early 
part of 1968. 


Reverend King outlined this plan to those 
attending the retreat. He said it had been tentatively 
decided that in the forepart of February 1968 he, 
together with other officers of SCLC (not identified) 
and in all probability leading representatives of other 
Civil Rights organisations (not identified) would personally 
present to the Secretary of Labor specific requests for

prompt Congressional action pertaining to employment or

Source advised he was not aware of the identity 
of all the "target cities" referred to by Reverend King 
but understood the following cities were included:

— Philadelphia , Pennsylvania 


Re.ver.end .King., explained that during the ..period 

prior to early February 1968 one or two SCLC staff members 
will be assigned to Washington, D. C., and each of the 
"target cities". It will- be the responsibility of these 
members to select in each community up to 200 individuals 
who will serve as leaders for demonstrations. The type of 
individual sought will be unemployed Negro males, whose 
general economic status is so low they could lose nothing 
by participating in the proposed demonstrations. After 
selection of these individuals it v/ill then be the 
responsibility of the SCLC sax f member through mass meetings, 
workshops, or other procedures to indoctrinate these 
individuals with SCLC’s overall objectives and technique 
of nonviolent demonstration. Reverend King emphasized that 
the individuals so selected should be Negroes, however, he said

Reverend King acknowledged this program 
-of demonstrations was a very substantial undertaking 
for SCLC to embark upon. He said it was imperative 
that SCLC be successful in this undertaking because 
otherwise not only would it be embarrassed by a 
failure but failure itself would in a large sense 
serve as a victory for the "Black Power" groups. In 
this connections he said it would be necessary to 
solicit the cooperation of "Black Power" leaders 
(not identified) in order that such organizations would 
permit SCLC to conduct its program without interference. 

1-Ie said he was. extremely concerned over the probability 
that such interference might easily turn any demonstration 
into a riot. He declared that if such a situation developed 
in any one of the communities in which SCLC contemplates 
demonstrating SCLC will immediately cease all its 
activity in that community. 

During the retreat an appreciable number of 
SCLC staff members expressed doubt that the cooperation 
of the "Black Power" organizations could be obtained and 
raised a question as to whether the selection of up to 
200 individuals in various communities might not present 
a most difficult task. Reverend King responded by stating 
he was most, confident he could obtain the desired cooperation 
of "Black Power" leaders. He said he realized these people 
did not agree with liis methods or the activities of SCLC 
but is confident they have sufficient respect for him to 
listen to his requests. He also said he was quite confident 
that people, after being apprised of SCLC ’s objectives, 
will be anxious to. assist. Furthermore, he expressed optimism 
that once the demonstrations commence there will be sufficient 
sympathy on the part of the general public that SCLC will 
receive adequate. financial support.

During the early part of the retreat, Randolph T. 
Blackwell, Former Program Director, SCLC, currently on leave 
of absence, lectured regarding certain phases of economics 
as .related to the problems of impoverished Negroes. Cleveland 
Sellers, Former Program Director of the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee and a current affiliate thereof, was 
— present at the ‘SCLC retreat during Blackwell's lecture. 

During part of lixs lecture, - Blackwell referred to "Black 
Power" and stressed that advocates thereof did not have an 
appropriate solution to current problems of the Negro. 

Source said he understood that at this point Sellers left 
the SCLC retreat. Circumstances relating to Sellers/ 
attendance at the SCLC retreat v/ere not known to source. 

On November 30, 1967, James Bevel, Former 
Director of Direct Action, SCLC, currently on leave of 
absence," "spoke to the retreat at considerable length. 

Bevel strongly opposeci and also criticized Reverend King's 
plan for SCLC demonstrations in Washington, D. C., and 
other cities. Bevel alleged that emphasis should not be 
placed on demonstrations for employment or income, housing 
— and -educa-t-ioiii- -He declared that emphasis should -be 
placed on demonstrations supporting the Peace Movement 

and see kin g an end to the Viet Nam .conflict. Reverend King 

was visibly angered by Bevel's presentation and source said 
he understood that Reverend King subsequently voiced opposition 
to - the position taken by Bevel.

Concerning SCLC activity in Atlanta, the 
recent SCLC retreat at the Air lie House discussed the 
fact the' Negro Power Structure in Atlanta is politically 
frustrated because it has not been able to move the 
White. Power Structure in regard to the Negro's basic 
problems which are. adequate school facilities, housing, 
and police brutality. The Negro Power Structure is 
apprehensive it will shortly lose its following. 

Dr.. King pointed out that a movement in Atlanta 
would require SCLC to make very careful and definite 
plans because not only will it be necessary to move the 
White Power Structure but opposition will also be met 
from the rather, substantial Conservative Negro Power. 
Structure. He said no substantial activity in Atlanta • 
would be undertaken until he is able to devote his full 
enei’gies to such activity which will not be until after 
11/1/67.

During the latter part of September 1967 a 
confidential source advised he had learned that the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) held a retrfeat

Reverend KING expressed agreement with the 
committee *s recommendation. He noted that the Negro 
leadership in Atlanta had recently requested SCLC to 
consider a "movement" in that city because this 
leadership feels a stalemate has been reached in its 
relations with the city administration. Reverend King 
cautioned, however, that great care must be exercised 
in Atlanta by SCLC because it will encounter opposition 
not only from the "White Power structure" but also from 
the substantial conservative Negro element in that 
community. 

Reverend King went on to point out that 
SCLC activity in Atlanta should not be indulged in 
to any great extent until he is able to devote his 
full energy to it. He said he could not do this immediately 
because he will be involved in a series of SCLC benefit 
programs in various locations (not specified) throughout 
the country which are being arranged by Harry Belafonte.
